The Annual Soiree occurred Thursday evening, August 21, at 
the New York State Arsenal. This brilliant display of fine micro- 
scopes and skillfully prepared objects by the national and local 
societies with other visiting microscopists and scientists, may justly be 
said to be better than the last, as has been said of, at least, the two 
preceding. As heretofore the local committee had the sole care of 
the arrangements ; the members of the visiting societies taking 
places at the tables assigned them, and aided by exhibition of ob- 
jects and apparatus. Considering the difficulty of properly showing 
objects in the microscope to the uninitiated, and in a single room 
with so large an audience, it seems to the writer that good judgment 
selected the objects, and generally they were well shown. 

The tables were arranged in lines with microscopes on either side, 
and assistants directed the guests from line to line, so that there was 
little confusion and a maximum of comfort possible with the thou- 
sands present and the extreme heat. The exhibitions of natural 
history specimens and miscellaneous objects, added agreeable variety 
to the entertainment. 

Several exhibits were worthy of special mention, were it not in- 
vidious to do so when so many excellent things were presented 
gratis and so well.
